While not a horror movie lover, the publicity hype was 
enough to whet my appetite to experience something 
out of the ordinary. | wanted to indulge, for once, in real 
spine-chilling horror. To feel the hair on the nape of my 
neck rise and for my heart to miss a beat. 

| am sorry to say that, despite great special effects 
and make up, | wasn't moved by this supernatural fan- 
tasy thriller. And my sentiments, that | was waiting for 
something really terrible to happen, were echoed by an- 
other member of my family whose video pleasure is con- 
fined mainly to horror. 


But in saying that, The Gate earns its M rating, and is 
not one to be left around for those of much tender 
years to get hold of. It could give them nightmares. 

The story is centred on two lads who are duped into 
helping malevolent forces open the gate for the Demon 
Lord to reclaim dominance of the surface world. 

The stars are teenagers, Glen (Stephen Dorff, Still The 
Beaver), his sister Al (Christa Denton, The Burning Bed) 
and Terry (Louis Tripp). 

Glen, who spends his time launching toy rockets, has 
the awesome burden of confronting the Demon Lord 
when it invades the surface world. 

His friend Terry, who is fascinated by anything unu- 
sual, sees a link between a rock album and a strange 
hole in Glen’s garden, left by a falling tree. 





It's Terry's incantations which 
do much to help the sinister for- 
ces spewing from the bowels of 
the Earth.
